COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Fresh 
from a bout with consum ers, the Public 
Utilities Commission of Ohio m eets to­ 
day with a special legislative com ­ 
m ittee investigating the regulation of 
utility rates. 
The PUCO com m issioners held a 
give-and-take discussion Tuesday with 
a half dozen consum er representatives 
and received an endorsem ent for the 
use of utility com panies’ original costs 
as the basis for setting rates. 
R ates 
are 
currently 
calculated 
through a complex Reproduction Cost 
New (RCN) form ula, applying current 
m arket prices, less depreciation, to a 
com pany’s initial investm ent in land, 
facilities and equipm ent. 
The form ula results in inflationary 
rate increases, consum er confusion 
and 
potential 
windfall 
profits 
for 
com panies, 
according 
to 
com ­ 
m issioners David Sweet and Sally 
Bloomfield. 
Consum er advocates agreed that the 
RCN form ula should be elim inated, but 
at the sam e tim e m ade it clear they 
w ere dissatisfied with PUCO’s per­ 
form ance in regulating m ajor gas, 
electric and telephone com panies.

Computer security provided in renovation 
Remodeling project completed by police

It hasn’t been too long since the 
W ashington C. H. Police D epartm ent 
was rem odeled to accom m odate its 
new, m odern jail facilities and yet 
during the previous two weeks the front 
portion of police headquarters on N. 
F ayette 
Street 
went 
through

another renovation project. 


Police Chief Rodman Scott explained 
the change in internal architecture was 
brought about for a variety of reasons 
but 
the 
most 
im portant 
one 
was 
because the Ohio Crim inal Justice 
Inform ation 
System 
(CJIS) 
has 
required all law enforcem ent d epart­ 
m ents 
to 
provide 
the 
necessary 
security 
for 
their 
com puter 
in­ 
form ation 
system s. 
The 
new 
con­ 
struction has now sheltered the system , 
resem bling 
an 
overgrown 
electric 
typew riter, in a room by itself. It can be 
seen through a glass window, but the 
public and other unauthorized persons 
are prohibited to be near it. 
For those unfam iliar with this new 
satellite term inal called CJIS, it is 
necessary to go back to 1968 and trace 
the evolution of the law enforcem ent 
com puter system s. This was the year 
the Ohio Highway Patrol im plem ented 
the Law Enforcem ent Autom ated D ata 
System commonly known as LEADS. 
Then 
in 
1972 
"the 
Ohio 
Attorney 
G eneral’s Bureau on Crim inal Iden­ 
tification 
and 
Investigation 
(BCD 
im plem ented the Autom ated Crim inal 
Record System (ACRS). The original 
LEADS 
has 
been 
enhanced 
and 
upgraded to its current level of service, 
while ACRS has becom e the nucleus for 
the OBTS-CCH subsystem . The UCR 
and 
MASS subsystem s . re 
to 
be 
developed in late 1975. Back in 1967 the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FB I) 
developed the National Crim e Infor­ 
m ation Center (NCIC), which provides 
all 50 states with a com puterized file of 
w arrants and w anted persons, as well 
as stolen articles and property files. In 
1971, Com puterized Crim inal History

WASHINGTON (AP) - A U.S. Air 
Force base commander in Thailand 
was relieved of his position after 13 
protesting Vietnamese refugees were 
drugged and put aboard the last plane 
for Guam. 
Officials said Col Harrold R. Austin 
exceeded his authority. Austin was 
reassigned from command of the key 
Utapao base to 15th Air Force head 
quarters at March Air Force Base. 
Calif. 
There was no immediate information 
on how long after the May I drugging 
incident Austin was removed from his 
Utapao command by Gen. Ixmis L. Wil­ 
son Jr., Air Force chief in the Pacific. 
The 
Air 
Force 
confirmed 
the 
drugging episode Tuesday, hours after 
Rep. Joshua Eilberg, D-Pa., chairman 
of the House immigration subcom­ 
mittee, demanded an explanation of 
what he called “ a horrible thing for our 
country.” 
But the Air Force denied Eilberg’s 
allegation 
that 
the refugees, 
who 
wanted to return home, were beaten. 
"No physical force was used,” it said. 
The official Air Force explanation 
strongly suggested the decision to drug 
the 13 refugees with sodium pentathol, 
a sedative, and thorazine, a tran­ 
quilizer. was made because of pressure 
from Thai officials to remove South 
Vietnamese 
from 
their 
country 
quickly. 
"The Thai officials were adamant 
that 
they 
leave 
Thailand 
im­ 
mediately, the Air Force said. 
About 3,000 South Vietnamese flew to 
Thailand on Vietnamese planes as their 
country was being overrun by Com­ 
munist forces. 
The Air Force recalled that the 
United States sent 
C141 
transport 
planes 
to 
carry 
the 
Vietnamese 
refugees from Thailand after the Thais 
asserted that the Vietnamese could not 
remain. 
"On May I, when South Vietnam had 
fallen and the last C141 was leaving for 
Guam, a group of 13 Vietnamese 


refused togo,” the Air Force statement 
said. 
"They said that when they boarded 
the 
aircraft 
in 
Vietnam, 
their 
Vienamese flight crews had told them 
that their destination was the Delta 
region of Vietnam 
"Near hysteria, they demanded to be 
returned to Vietnam and threatened 
suicide if they were not returned imme­ 
diately ” 
As the Air Force told the story, a 
decision by U.S. and Thai officials on 
the scene to sedate the Vietnamese and 
take them to Guam was made after 
hours of fruitless efforts to persuade

Army admits causing man's death 


NEW YORK (AP) — The daughter of 
an unwitting victim of the Army’s 
•experiments with hallucinogenic drugs 
says she had been told that he died of an 
LSD 
injection 
administered 
as 
medication. 
But, 
she 
said, 
Tuesday’s 
an­ 
nouncement of the reason for her 
father’s death was a shock. In a press 
release, the Army attributed the death 
of tennis professional Harold Blauer in 
1953 not to his treatment as a state 
mental hospital patient but to the 
Army’s experiment. 
" I ’m collapsed through the whole 
experience,” 
said 
the 
widowed 
daughter, Elizabeth Barrett, 35, of 
Manhattan, who added that three Army 
officers gave her the news in person. 
Blauer is the first known fatality 
from extensive Armysponsored tests 
with mind-affecting drugs, although 
the suicide of Dr. Frank Olson after the 
Central 
Intelligence 
Agency 
ex­ 
perimented on him with LSD in 1953 
had been disclosed previously. 
Two years before his death at the age 
of 42 on Jan. 8, 1953, he and his wife 
decided upon a marital separation, 
Mrs. Barrett said. Her mother went to 
Mexico and 
lived 
there with 
the 
younger daughter, who now wishes to 
avoid publicity. The elder girl, then 13, 
elected to live with her father. 
She 
said 
that 
because 
of 
the 
separation, Blauer became depressed 
and a friend got him to admit himself to 
a hospital for treatment. He ended up in 
the New York State Psychiatric In­ 


stitute. and the girl went to live with 
her grandmother 
The Army said that the institute had 
a 1951 contract that stipulated "studies, 
experimental investigations and tests 
to determine the clinical effect of 
psychochemical 
agents 
on 
the 
psychiatric behavior of human sub­ 
jects.” 
It said that Blauer had experienced 
either minor or no effects from four 
previous injections The Army reported 
that the fifth injection was fatal. 
"The patient died about 24 hours 
after receiving 
an 
injection of a 
mescaline derivative,” the Army said. 
Mrs. Barrett disputes the Army’s 
account, saying her mother had said 
that her father had been given LSD and 
that he had had two earlier bad ex­ 
periences with the drug the doctors 
were "prescribing.” 
The daughter said the final injection 
was given on the day before his 
scheduled release. 
She said her mother had lodged what 
she believes is a malpractice suit 
against the state and another suit 
against her father’s life insurance com­ 
pany, to collect double indemnity for 
accidental death. She said there was a 
financial settlement, but she didn’t 
know the amount.

Department, said Blauer died of an 
allergic reaction, and the Pentagon 
said his file contained an unsigned

Church said Nixon’s testimony is not 
essential to the assassination phase of 
the committee’s investigation, but may 
be sought later when he can be in­ 
terrogated in a single session about all 
aspects of the probe.

Kissinger told the panel Tuesday that 
assassination plots were never part of 


Nixon administration policy or prac­ 
tice. 
White House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen said the documents requested 
are "in a position where they cannot be 
released because of an injunction by 
(U.S. District) Judge (William B.) 
Bryant at the request of the former 
president.” 
Church said the White House based 
its decision on an order sequestering 
the documents except for “ on-going 
government business.” He added: "We 
think this committee is engaged in 
legitimate government business.” 
Access to the papers was refused by 
White House Counsel Philip W. Buchen. 
He and Arthur Sampson, head of the 
General Services Administration, were 
served the subpoenas because they 
have physical custody of the Nixon 
papers. 
The subpoena calls for delivery of the 
papers by Aug. 25. One section calls for 
the production of all proposals or re­ 
ports for a military coup in Chile, the 
bribery of Chilean politicians and the 
transfer of machine guns, gas masks 
and gas canisters.

Ryan, executive secretary of the 
Energy Emergency Commission, told a 
commission meeting that major gas 
utilities will put their 60 per curtail­ 
ment plan into effect Nov. I. 
"Last winter, with relatively mild 
weather, Ohio lost 1.6 million man 
days,” he said. “ Current reports from 
the pipeline companies indicate that 
industrial curtailments this year will 
be nearly twice as severe as last 
winter.” 


A monitoring system has been set up, 
he said, to study Ohio gas consumption 
throughout the winter. 


He said his office is working with the 
Federal Energy Administration to get 
additional oil supplies for Ohio. He said 
he hoped the efforts could avoid a 
critical unemployment situation.

with a $60 to $90 billion yearly deficit 
hanging over his head and a $475 billion 
Federal debt necessitating the sterile 
outlay of some $30 billion in interest, he 
could not fall back on the government 
printing presses to supply him with 
operating funds.

Congress can go on debauching the 
dollar, if not forever, at least to points 
that have been tested in countries like 
Britain and Brazil without a total 
collapse of the social fabric. No wonder 
the New York City Hall’s response to 
the Ford denigration was to say that 
people who live in White Houses 
shouldn’t throw stones. 
As a matter of fact, the Federal 
government is the “ first cause” of the 
plight of most of our big cities. It is the 
relentless pursuit of inflation ever since 
the 1930s that has wrecked the dollar 
that Mayor Beame is forced to use.

The municipal unions 
have struck, illegally, for more and 
more in wages because Washington has 
inflated the cost of living without 
regard for the consequences. 
Mayor Beame might point out to 
Jerry Ford that New York City sends 
more in taxes to Albany than it gets 
back, while Albany, in turn, sends 
Washington more than is returned. 
This does not excuse loose fiscal 
arrangements either in New York City 
or in Albany. But it does put things in 
proper perspective when it comes to 
the right to throw stones. 
New York City has been accused of 
paying out too much in welfare. But 
who saddled the Harlem and Bedford- 
Stuyvesant slums with thousands who 
must depend on welfare payments to 
keep body and soul together? The 
northward migrations of poor blacks 
date back to the time when Henry 
Wallace, 
Franklin 
Roosevelt’s 
Secretary 
of 
Agriculture, 
was 
presiding over all those payments that 
went to big farmers to take acres out of 
production. The big farmers took their 
government support money and put it 
into potent fertilizers, high-yield seeds, 
and 
the latest 
labor-saving 
farm 
machinery. It wasn’t long before they 
were raising more on fewer acres 
without any help from their old field 
hands. The displaced laborers and 
tenants had to go somewhere, so they 
piled up in Harlem and Bedford- 
Stuyvesant. 
Since the law says that residence 
requirements 
for 
relief 
are 
“ discriminatory,” New York City has 
to shell out for welfare on demand. 
Mayor Beame is entirely justified in 
feeling 
miffed 
at 
Jerry 
Ford’s 
disparaging remarks about New York 
City made in the capital of a Com­ 
munist country. At the very least Jerry 
Ford should be commiserating with 
Beame, who, unlike Washington, would 
be counterfeiting if he were to use a 
money printing press to bail himself 
out of his troubles.

No surprises found 
in labor research 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A F) - 
The 
largest research project ever funded by 
the U.S. Department of Labor — 
costing over $13 million so far — is 
proving things many people already 
assumed to be true. 
The study verifies that young black 
women suffer more in the labor market 
from being female than from being 
black. High-ranking black women have 
said this in the past. 
The project also indicates black 
teenage girls 
have 
higher 
unem­ 
ployment rates than any other group in 
the work force. 
And, it strengthens feminists’ stand 
on discrimination. 
It 
substantiates 
arguments that the majority of women 
with the same experience as men still 
earn less doing the same job. 
The four-pronged study, started in 
1966 and expected to run into the 1980s, 
is being run from Ohio State Univer­ 
sity’s Center for Human Resources. 
Data is being gathered on work 
prospects and realizations of young 
women who were 14 to 24 when the 
project began, young men in the same 
age group, women who were 30 to 44, 
and men 45 to 59.

Corn on the cob this w inter — Cap­ 
turing that corn-on-the-cob goodness of 
sweet corn is a challenge to anyone who 
freezes corn for use later The secret is 
processing and freezing immediately 
(within 
a 
couple 
of 
hours) 
after 
picking 
Select only young, tender, freshly 
picked corn of uniform maturity. The 
kernels should be full, rounded and 
milky. Immature or too-mature corn is 
not suitable for freezing 
Test the 
maturity of the corn by puncturing the 
kernels with a thumbnail. If the milk is 
water, the corn is immature and will 
lack flavor; if it is thick like heavy 
cream , the ears are too mature or 
starchy. 
Prepare for freezing by removing 
husk and silk from corn. Remove husk 
by cutting off the butt end of the cob, 
then peeling off the husk The silk can 
be removed with a brush. Trim off any 
injured or defective areas Wash and 
sort according to size. Scald and cool 
the ears. 
Using boiling water, scald as follows; 
corn on the cob — six minutes for small 
ears; eight minutes for medium ears; 
IO minutes for large ears. For cut corn 
— three minutes for small ears; five 
minutes 
for 
medium 
ears; seven 
minutes for large ears. (Count time 
immediately after 
putting corn 
in 
water). 
Cool immediately in ice water or cold 
running 
water as long as 
it 
was 
scalded. 
Stand 
an ear upright 
on a firm 
foundation and cut downward close to 
the cob (but not too close). Wash the cut 
corn to remove chaff, then drain. For 
creamed corn, slice off top half of 
grains 
and 
scrape 
milk 
from 
remainder of grain. 
Package cut corn in moisture-vapor 
proof packages and seal. For corn-on- 
the-cob, package three to four ears per 
container; or better still, wrap each ear 
individually in aluminum foil and twist 
the ends tightly. The ears should be 
frozen separately when wrapped in foil, 
then packed together in a large con­ 
tainer for ease of handling in storage. 
Label 
packages 
and 
freeze 
im ­ 
mediately. 
A dozen ears of corn will make two to 
four 12-ounce packages, depending on 
the size of the ear and kernels. 
F re sh -p a ck or quick-process pickles 
such as crosscut cucumber slices or 
strips and whole cucumber dills or 
sweet gherkins are brined for several 
hours or overnight. Then they are 
drained and combined with boiling hot 
vinegar, spices and other seasonings. 
To insure acceptable quality and 
safety of the finished product, however, 
you 
must 
follow 
recommended 
procedures, says Miss Evelyn Gray, 
extension nutritionist at Ohio State 
University. 
First, decide if you want crosscut 
sliced or whole pickles. Then select 
cucumbers 
accordingly. 
Wash 
cucumbers thoroughly with a brush, 
using several changes of cold water. Be 
sure to remove any traces of the 
blossom, as it may cause softening. 
Drain and place in brine solution 


overnight. Wash again (with several 
changes of cold water). 
Use an up-to-date recipe to prepare 
your 
vinegar 
and 
spice 
solution. 
Vinegar used to be sold at seven per 
cent (70 grain), stronger than today’s 
vinegars. Recipes planned for stronger 
vinegar would be too weak to be safe 
today, Miss Gray said 
Heat processing is recommended for 
all pickle products, she added. Pack 
pickles 
according 
to 
your 
recipe 
directions. 
Fill 
jars 
firmly 
and 
uniformly but avoid packing so tightly 
that the brine or syrup is prevented 
from 
filling' around 
and 
over 
the 
product. 
Be sure to leave head space at the top 
of the jar as specified by the recipe. 
Wipe the rim and threads of jar with a 
clean, hot cloth to remove particles of 
food, seed or spices. Even a small 
particle can prevent an airtight seal. 
The two-piece metal cap (flat metal 
lid and metal screw band) is the most 
commonly used closure. Be sure the 
flat lid is placed on the jar with the 
sealing compound next to the glass. 
Screw the metal band down tight by 
hand to hold the sealing compound 
against the glass. This type lid still has 
enough “give” to let air escape during 
the processing. Do not tighten screw 
band further after processing. 
Pickle 
products 
require 
heat 
treatment to destroy organisms that 
cause spoilage. Adequate heating is 
achieved 
by 
processing 
filled 
and 
capped jars in a boiling water bath. 
Immerse jars into actively boiling 
water in canner or deep kettle. Be sure 
water comes an inch or two above the 
jar 
tops. 
Add 
boiling 
water, 
if 
necessary, but do not pour it directly on 
the jars. Close container with close- 
fitting lid and bring water back to a boil 
as quickly as possible. Start to count 
processing time recommended for the 
type pickles you are processing. Bread 
and butter 
pickles, 
quarts — ten 
minutes, pints — five minutes; sweet 
gherkins, pints — five minutes, fresh 
packed dills 
(unfermented, whole), 
quarts — 20 minutes. 
If liquid has boiled out of a jar during 
processing, do not open it to add more 
liquid, 
because spoilage organisms 
may enter. Leave jar sealed just as it 
is. 
Cool jars, top up, on a wire rack 
Place jars far enough apart to allow 
free circulation of air. Do not cover. 
Keep jars out of a draft until cool. After 
cooling for 12 to 24 hours, remove metal 
screw bands carefully and check jars 
for airtight seal. 


The center of the lid on two-piece 
metal caps will have a slight dip. or will 
stay down when pressed, if jar is 
sealed. Also, you can try the spoon test 
Tap a spoon on the lid. A clear ringing 
sound means a good seal A dub note 
however, does not always mean a poor 
seal. Check by turning jar partly over 
If there is no leakage, jar may be 
stored.

In drug sale trial

Seym our had arrived at an $8 figure, 
Vollberg said he later noted how small 
a quantity was in the bag and asked to 
m ake the purchase for $6 
He stated that Seym our sought Lutz’s 
approval of the new price. Vollberg 
said that after the $6 figure had been 
approved, he gave the money to Lutz. 
The jury found Lutz guilty of sale of 
marijuana in connection with this in­ 
cident. 
The agent also testified that he 
bought a $20 ounce of marijuana at the 
sam e residence on June 17. On this

sport coat and fired into the air at Kent 
State University about three seconds 
before Ohio National Guardsmen shot 
13 students there five years ago, a 
former student testified Tuesday. 
Joy Bishop of Canton said the man, 
wearing a yellow or gold jacket and 
carrying a briefcase, walked to the 
corner of the dormitory from whose 
roof she was watching. 
“ He stood there briefly, pulled a gun 
and fired one shot into the air,” she told 
the jury. 
The guardsm en wheeled at the top of 
a cam pus slope and, two to five seconds 
after the pistol shot, opened fire, she 
said. 
The shooting M ay 4, 1970 left four 
students dead, and the survivors and 
their families are suing 32 present or 
former guardsm en and state officials 
for $46 million in damages. 
Law yers for the victims promised to 
call Mrs. Bishop’s roommate and one of 
her friends, both of whom shared her 
rooftop vantage point. The attorneys 


claimed neither saw what M rs. Bishop 
described. 
The witness told the panel of seven 
men and five women deciding the 
claim s that she felt pressured the night 
before when she received a telephone 
call from plaintiffs’ attorney David 
Engdahl. The lawyer told her he had 
found inconsistencies in her statements 
and that unless she cleared them up 
over the phone she would be em ­ 
barrassed in court, she said.

later 
denied 
any

propriety in the call and dism issed her 
story as irrelevant, stopping short of 
claim ing she lied.

Bishop, 
now a 
teacher of 
retarded children, said it was the first 
time she had told of the gunman in 
public. She said she gave her account to 
lawyers for eight former guardsmen 
indicted last year in the shootings and 
to Justice Department attorneys who 
obtained the indictments. The criminal 
charges were dismissed when a federal 
judge ruled the government had failed 
to prove its case.

On August 9, 1975 Honorable Stanley 
J. Aronoff, State Senator from the 
eighth district, wrote a letter to the 
general public in which he attempted to 
defend 
the 
action 
of 
our 
state 
legislature regarding the passage of 
the Malpractice bill. Following is a 
letter I wrote Senator Aronoff in reply 
which might be of interest to our 
citizens: 
Sir: As a sequel to the opening 
paragraph of your letter dated August 
9, 1975, permit me to make some ob­ 
servations 
A great many people in Fayette 
County do not appreciate the “ help” 
state legislature gave us this last 
session. 
There 
are several 
provisions 
of 
several bills to which we have serious 
objections It makes little difference to 
us if the lawyer’s contingency fee is 
limited to 33 1-3 per cent (as you made 
it) or 25 per cent. It simply means that 
he only hast to sue (under this system 
they have no difficulty finding a client) 
for $750,000 in order to realize a $250,000 
fee, whereas, at 25 per cent he would 
have to sue for a cool million to make 
the same fee. Maybe we should con­ 
sider ourselves lucky at that. 
This, of course, gives the insurance 
companies a golden opportunity to also 
rip off the public. In fact they didn t 
even wait for the new legislation to 
pass. As of August I, 1975, the liability 
insurance for our hospital increased 
from $2,300 to $46,000 per year for the 
identical same coverage. 
You 
were 
quite 
consitutionally 
minded when you directed the Supreme 
Court (of Ohio) to set a contingency fee 
schedule. This is equivalent to sending 
the fox to guard the chicken coop 
They’re all lawyers too. By the time 
legislature and the supreme court both 
finished “ helping” local government 
will be lucky to escape with our shorts 
let alone our shirts. 
Also, slyly tucked away and not 
mentioned by you was the provision 
stating that the state waived the doc­ 
trine of soverign immunity. 
From 
where I stand, it seems this legislature 
was determined (and 
succeeded) to 
expose all public officials to ruinous 
lawsuits - even if you win. How do you 
expect to induce good people of sub­ 
stance to continue in public service 
under these conditions? 
We 
have witnessed 
our 
country 
plunging 
headlong 
into 
socialized 
medicine. It now looks as if the in­ 
satiable lust for money on the part of a 
few could send the legal profession 
down 
the 
same 
path 
with 
other 
segments to follow. 
I do hope, Senator, I am mistaken in 
my reasoning. I would rejoice for the 
least bit of evidence which would so 
indicate and would jump at the chance 
to change my thinking. End of letter. 
Now, my friends, we must be very 
careful 
not 
to 
indict 
an 
entire 
profession or group on the basis of the 
conduct of a few. This applies to public 
officials, doctors, teachers, ministers 
or lawyers. 


I will say, however, that 
is no 
mystery to me why only about one 
person in every four has any confidence 
in our legislative bodies

What you actually have are different 
terminals leading in and out of the 
computer system, linked up to different 
areas and offering different forms of 
crime information. The Ohio C JIS will 
be centered around a large com­ 
puterized state information system 
serving all criminal justice agencies 
and with 
LEADS serving as the 
message switcher. C JIS links all Ohio 
criminal justice agencies both to each 
other and to NCIC. In addition, this 
same computerized system links Ohio 
C JIS to other state criminal justice 
information systems. 
Because the C JIS date will deal with 
such information about offenders as 
previous apprehensions, rehabilitation, 
social history, intelligence and other 
investigative 
date, 
only 
certified 
operators will be allowed to use the 
system to protect the individual’s right 
of privacy as defined under thelaw 
Only law enforcement agencies will use 
the system and only those persons 


within the agencies who meet the 
certain qualifications will operate it.

C JIS also requires its terminal be 
placed in a secure location within the 
authorized agency and this was the 
reason behind the remodeling.

Sommer’s reference was made in 
regard to New York City having sold 
bonds while failing to disclose that it 
had huge ‘‘hidden** deficits, but his 
remarks clearly were intended to apply 
to other municipalities too 
The plight of the cities put the big 
institutions in a dilemma They have a 
vested interest in keeping the cities 
from 
collapsing, 
but 
they 
have

responsibility to their investors too 
And there are no guidelines to help 


In the board room of corporations 
there are insecurities too. Once these 
directors’ meetings were almost social 
affairs, but now the individual direc­ 
tors must beware of suits should they 
not protect the stockholder’s interests 
Down on 
Wall 
Street 
there 
are 
problems too, one of them being the 
cosmic transition to a great central 
marketplace, a change that has been 
evolving slowly and with considerable 
resistance 
Identities are being lost there. The 
government wants more cooperation 


among the various exchanges, which 
heretofore 
have 
traded 
their 
own 
private lists of stocks. Wouldn’t it be 
better if there were national markets 
instead0 
That’s what they’re supposed to be 
moving toward, but there are some 
problems along the way The govern­ 
ment also wants to break monopolistic 
pricing and pit brokers against each 
other in order to lower commissions, 
This has resulted in the demise of 
some firms which simply could not 
compete.

MIAMI BEACH (AP) — The number 
of black doctors in the United States 
has not increased in five years, partly 
because young blacks are being driven 
away from medicine by economic 
pressures and prejudices, the National 
Medical Association says. 
“ It seems as though there are more 
dying 
than 
graduating 
medical 
school," said Dr. Edwin Shirley, a 
member of the Public Health Trust 
Board at Miami’s Jackson Memorial 
Hospital. 
Dr. Jasper Williams, president-elect 
of 
the 
NMA, 
a 
black 
doctors’ 
organization, said the United States 
needs at least three times the 6,000 
black practitioners it has now. 
Dr. Alfred Fisher, executive director 
of the NMA, said the current black 
doctor-patient ratio in the United States 
is I to 5,000. The current white doctor- 
patient ratio is I to 750, Fisher said. 
“ I take a look around the hotel,’’ said 
Williams, referring to the site of the 
NMA’s 80th annual convention here. 
“ Most of the doctors are old — they’ve 
been around a long time.’’ 
Even if a black has the ability to 
become a doctor, the average cost of 
$7,500 for medical school often is 
prohibitive, Williams said. 
“ It takes more time to pay back 
educational debts if you’re poor to 
begin with,” Williams said.

NEW YORK (AP) — Okay, it’s back 
to square one for British TV personality 
David Frost on which U.S. broad­ 
casters will buy the film interviews 
he’ll be doing with former president 
Nixon. 
There was a published report this 
week that ABC News, which rejected a 
proposal to buy* TV rights to Nixon’s 
memoirs and interview him, now was 
believed negotiating with Frost for U.S. 
rights to his project. 
Balderdash, said ABC News chief 
Bill 
Sheehan 
late 
Monday 
night. 
“ We're not making a deal with Frost 
and we're not trying to,” he said, ad­ 
ding he'd told Frost of ABC’s policy of 
“not paying for news.” 
But 
for a while 
it 
looked 
like 
something was cooking when an ABC 
corporate 
spokesman, 
noting 
that 
Sheehan 
was 
on 
vacation 
and 
momentarily out of contact, said ABC 
couldn’t confirm or deny the report. 
He said Sheehan — who was taking 
an all-day examination for an in­ 
strument flying rating — was the only 
one in the entire American Broad­ 
casting Company who could comment 
on the published report. 
It seems a strange way to run a 
network, but Sheehan eventually was 
contacted, denied the report, and that 
was that. 
So where does this leave Frost in 
American broadcasting? 
Well, two TV outlets — public TV’s 
National Public Affairs Center for 
Television and Television News, Inc., a 
commercial TV news service — say 
they may negotiate for Frost’s in­ 
terviews of Nixon. 
CBS, stung by “checkbook jour­ 
nalism ” charges after paying ex-Nixon 
aide H R. Haldeman for interviews, 
rejected an offer made before the Frost 


deal to buy TV rights to Nixon’s 
memoirs and interview him. 
It cited a policy against buying “hard 
news” exclusives. But it might deal 
with Frost if, among other things, the 
hard news softens. 
It works this way: Frost’s interviews 
won’t be released until after 
the 
November elections in 1976. But CBS 
could deal for the films if Nixon opens 
himself to thorough questioning by 
newsmen before the films air. 
Under those conditions, CBS News 
chief Richard S. Salant says he might 
negotiate if Nixon earlier has “said 
practically everything he has to say on 
W atergate under questioning — which 
he’s never done, not ever before a 
congressional committee. 
“ But if by the time of broadcast 
that's behind him and he’s done it 
(talked with newsmen), then I suppose 
there’s been a sufficient lapse of time 
and disclosure of facts to include it as 
legitimate among memoirs,” 
By that he meant he could negotiate 
for the films as presidential memoirs. 
But he says it also “depends on what 
they’re talking about. And I want to 
know who’s doing it and under what 
ground rules.” 
Before the Frost deal, NBC News was 
negotiating with Nixon’s literary agent. 
It said it wasn’t trying to buy a “hard 
news” exclusive — which its policies 
bar — but rather to get Nixon to 
elaborate on the memoirs he now is 
writing. 
The talks ended when the agent in­ 
vited others to negotiate. 
Regarding any potential deal now 
with Frost, an NBC spokesman this 
week said. “ We have had no direct 
conversations with him and none are 
planned.”

John Walker runs in nobody’s 
shadow anymore. 
After two years of chasing 
Filbert Bayi, Walker put it all 
together in what he described as 
“ a perfect race” and shattered 
one of 
sport’s

revered 
records, running the mile in 3 
minutes, 49.4 seconds 
at 
the 
Goteborg Games 
international 
track and field meet Tuesday 
night. 
“ I feel extremely happy — I 
still cart’t believe I ’ve broken the 
record,” said Walker, a 23-year- 
old New Zealander who burst 
onto the international track scene 
just two years ago.

I ’ve been thinking it over 
and over the last few days — how 
to run, how to beat it (the 
record).

history to break 3:50 for the mile. 
He shaved 1.6 seconds off the

I went to the emergency room 
of a hospital to be treated for a 
burn on my hand. It’s bad 
enough to be treated by an in­ 
tern, but they assigned someone 
who was not even a doctor to 
take care of me.

Dear Mrs. T.: 
Let me immediately remind 
you of the obvious fallacy in 
your letter when you say that it 
is “ bad enough to be treated by 
an intern.” 
An intern in a hospital is a 
full-fledged doctor 
who 
has 
earned the degree of M D. after 
years of hard work and medical 
training. 
Interns are 
qualified 
to 
engage in private practice, but 
have chosen to continue ad­ 
vanced studies in a hospital for 
more thorough training. 
All assignments given to them 
by their superiors can be 
carried out by them with ac­ 
curacy and with good judgment. 
Special problems that arise are 
solved in consultation with staff 
members 
of 
greater 
ex­ 
perience. 
The demands of modern 
medicine are so great that 
certain routine responsibilities 
that are time-consuming are 
now being assigned to very well- 
trained personnel known as 
“ para-m edical” 
assistants. 
These "para-medics” do not 
have the M.D. degree, but have 


undergone rigorous training 
with very special supervision. 


Before they are permitted to 
treat patients their qualifi­ 
cations are well established. Of 
course, they, too, perform their 
duties under the jurisdiction of 
doctors. Whenever any medical 
situation arises that specifically 
demands the attention of a 
doctor, one is always available. 
The value of para-medics has 
long been known on the bat­ 
tlefield. 
They 
have 
been 
responsible for emergency 
treatm ent that has saved 
thousands of lives. 
The administering of routine 
injections, the dressing of 
wounds, the preparation for 
surgery, and the myriad time­ 
consuming details that would 
normally take up the busy time 
of doctors and nurses are now 
safely and competently handled 
by the para-medical personnel. 
Ongoing courses in medical 
education allow the para­ 
medics to “ specialize” 
in 
various fields of medicine. Not 
only em ergency rooms are 
benefiting from the para­ 
medics, but doctors, too, in their 
private practices are employing 
them in an effort to be relieved 
of specific details. In this way, 
the doctor can better utilize his 
tune in helping his patients. 
Para-medics are a valuable 
adjunct in modern medicine.

WASHINGTON (A P) - A U.S. Air 
Force base commander in Thailand 
was relieved of his position after 13 
protesting Vietnamese refugees were 
drugged and put aboard the last plane 
for Guam. 
Officials said Col. Harrold R. Austin 
exceeded his authority. Austin was 
reassigned from command of the key 
Utapao base to 15th Air Force head­ 
quarters at March Air Force Base, 
Calif. 
There was no immediate information 
on how long after the May I drugging 
incident Austin was removed from his 
Utapao command by Gen. Louis L. W il­ 
son Jr., Air Force chief in the Pacific. 
The

confirmed 
the 
drugging episode Tuesday, hours after 
Rep. Joshua Eilberg, D-Pa , chairman 
of the House immigration subcom­ 
mittee, demanded an explanation of 
what he called “ a horrible thing for our 
country.” 
But the Air Force denied Eilberg’s 
allegation that 
the 
refugees, 
who 
wanted to return home, were beaten. 
“ No physical force was used,” it said. 
The official Air Force explanation 
strongly suggested the decision to drug 
the 13 refugees with sodium pentathol, 
a sedative, and thorazine, a tran­ 
quilizer. was made because of pressure 
from Thai officials to remove South 
Vietnamese 
from

mediately, the Air Force said. 
About 3,000 South Vietnamese flew to 
Thailand on Vietnamese planes as their 
country was being overrun by Com­ 
munist forces.

refugees from Thailand after the Thais 
asserted that the Vietnamese could not 
remain. 
"On May I, when South Vietnam had 
fallen and the last C141 was leaving for 
Guam, a group of 13 Vietnamese 


refused to go,” the Air Force statement 
said.

Vienamese flight crews had told them 
that their destination was the Delta 
region of Vietnam. 
"Near hysteria, they demanded to be 
returned to Vietnam and threatened 
suicide if they were not returned imme­ 
diately.”

Army admits causing man's death 


NEW YORK (A P) — The daughter of 
an unwitting victim of the Army’s 
*experiments with hallucinogenic drugs 
says she had been told that he died of an 
LSD 
injection 
administered 
as 
medication 
But, 
she 
said, 
Tuesday’s 
an­ 
nouncement of the reason for her 
father’s death was a shock. In a press 
release, the Army attributed the death 
of tennis professional Harold Blauer in 
1953 not to his treatment as a state 
mental hospital patient but to the 
Arm y’s experiment. 
" I ’m collapsed through the whole 
experience,” 
said 
the 
widowed 
daughter, Elizabeth Barrett, 35, of 
Manhattan, who added that three Army 
officers gave her the news in person. 
Blauer is the first known fatality 
from extensive Armysponsored tests 
with mind-affecting drugs, although 
the suicide of Dr. Frank Olson after the 
Central 
Intelligence 
Agency 
ex­ 
perimented on him with LSD in 1953 
had been disclosed previously. 
Two years before his death at the age 
of 42 on Jan. 8, 1953, he and his wife 
decided upon a marital separation, 
Mrs. Barrett said Her mother went to 
Mexico and lived 
there with the 
younger daughter, who now wishes to 
avoid publicity. The elder girl, then 13, 
elected to live with her father. 
She 
said 
that 
because 
of 
the 
separation, Blauer became depressed 
and a friend got him to admit himself to 
a hospital for treatment. He ended up in 
the New York State Psychiatric In­ 


stitute, and the girl went to live with 
her grandmother. 
The Army said that the institute had 
a 1951 contract that stipulated "studies, 
experimental investigations and tests 
to determine the clinical effect of 
psychochemical 
agents 
on 
the 
psychiatric behavior of human sub­ 
jects.”

It said that Blauer had experienced 
either minor or no effects from four 
previous injections. The Army reported 
that the fifth injection was fatal. 
"The patient died about 2V2 hours 
after receiving 
an 
injection of a 
mescaline derivative,” the Army said. 
Mrs. Barrett disputes the Army’s 
account, saying her mother had said 
that her father had been given LSD and 
that he had had two earlier bad ex­ 
periences with the drug the doctors 
were "prescribing.” 
The daughter said the final injection 
was given on the day before his 
scheduled release. 
She said her mother had lodged what 
she believes is a malpractice suit 
against the state and another suit 
against her father’s life insurance com­ 
pany, to collect double indemnity for 
accidental death. She said there was a 
financial settlement, but she didn’t 
know the amount. 
Robert Spoor, spokesman for the 
New 
York State 
Mental 
Hygiene 
Department, said Blauer died of an 
allergic reaction, and the Pentagon 
said his file contained an unsigned 
memorandum that gave a cardio­ 


vascular collapse as the cause. No 
death certificate has been found, ac­ 
cording to the Pentagon. 
The Army said Blauer had taken part 
with an unspecified number of other 
patients in a series of five tests in a 29- 
day period involving various mescaline 
derivatives furnished by the Army.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
intelligence committee, in its most 
serious breach with the Ford ad­ 
ministration, is subpoenaing tapes and 
documents bearing on covert activities 
in Chile during the Nixon adminis­ 
tration.

Church said Nixon’s testimony is not 
essential to the assassination phase of 
the committee’s investigation, but may 
be sought later when he can be in­ 
terrogated in a single session about all 
aspects of the probe.

Kissinger told the panel Tuesday that 
assassination plots were never part of 


Nixon administration policy or prac­ 
tice.

Bryant at the request of the former 
president.” 
Church said the White House based 
its decision on an order sequestering 
the documents except for "on-going 
government business.” He added: "We 
think this committee is engaged in 
legitimate government business.” 
Access to the papers was refused by 
White House Counsel Philip W. Buchen. 
He and Arthur Sampson, head of the 
General Services Administration, were 
served the subpoenas because they 
have physical custody of the Nixon 
papers. 


The subpoena calls for delivery of the 
papers by Aug. 25. One section calls for 
the production of all proposals or re­ 
ports for a military coup in Chile, the 
bribery of Chilean politicians and the 
transfer of machine guns, gas masks 
and gas canisters.

Ohio faces 
winter crisis 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohio 
energy chief Robert S. Ryan said 
Tuesday Ohio is faced with a potential 
employment crisis this winter due to 
severe curtailments of natural gas 
supplies. 
Ryan, executive secretary of the 
Energy Emergency Commission, told a 
commission meeting that major gas 
utilities will put their 60 per curtail­ 
ment plan into effect Nov. I. 


“ Last winter, with relatively mild 
weather, Ohio lost 1.6 million man 
days,” he said. "Current reports from 
the pipeline companies indicate that 
industrial curtailments this year will 
be nearly twice as severe as last 
winter.” 


A monitoring system has been set up, 
he said, to study Ohio gas consumption 
throughout the winter. 


He said his office is working with the 
Federal Energy Administration to get 
additional oil supplies for Ohio. He said 
he hoped the efforts could avoid a 
critical unemployment situation.

shouldn’t throw stones. 
As a matter of fact, the Federal 
government is the “ first cause” of the 
plight of most of our big cities. It is the 
relentless pursuit of inflation ever since 
the 1930s that has wrecked the dollar 
that Mayor Beame is forced to use. The 
New York City subway fare has gone 
from the nickel of Mayor HyIan’s time 
to the current 35 cents (50 cents come 
September) because of Washington 
Keynesianism.

“ discriminatory,” New York City has 
to shell out for welfare on demand. 
Mayor Beame is entirely justified in 
feeling 
miffed 
at 
Je rry 
Ford’s 
disparaging remarks about New York 
City made in the capital of a Com­ 
munist country. At the very least Jerry 
Ford should be commiserating with 
Beame, who, unlike Washington, would 
be counterfeiting if he were to use a 
money printing press to bail himself 
out of his troubles.

No surprises found 
in labor research 


COLUM BUS, Ohio 
(A P) 
— 
The 
largest research project ever funded by 
the U.S. Department of Labor — 
costing over $13 million so far — is 
proving things many people already 
assumed to be true. 
The study verifies that young black 
women suffer more in the labor market 
from being female than from being 
black. High-ranking black women have 
said this in the past. 
The project also indicates black 
teenage 
girls 
have 
higher 
unem­ 
ployment rates than any other group in 
the work force. 
And, it strengthens feminists’ stand 
on 
discrimination. 
It 
substantiates 
arguments that the majority of women 
with the same experience as men still 
earn less doing the same job. 
The four-pronged study, started in 
1966 and expected to run into the 1980s, 
is being run from Ohio State Univer­ 
sity’s Center for Human Resources. 
Data is being gathered on work 
prospects and realizations of young 
women who were 14 to 24 when the 
project began, young men in the same 
age group, women who were 30 to 44, 
and men 45 to 59. 
Dr. 
Andrew 
Kohen, 
the 
project 


director, said, “ Once we fully un­ 
derstand how and why people do what 
they 
do, 
we 
can 
make 
recom­ 
mendations 
to 
federal 
and 
local 
governments which set policies.” 
Inadequate 
information 
leads 
to 
mistakes, he said, pointing to a com­ 
prehensive child care bill passed in 1971 
by Congress and vetoed by President 
Nixon. 
“ Proponents 
stressed 
the 
strong 
need, but no one had the hard facts that 
they were right,” Kohen said. “ Our 
data shows the need is not as great as 
was earlier thought, but a need does 
exist for low income families. 


“ It 
also 
shows, 
however, 
that 
national policies, aid to dependent 
children, 
etc., 
have 
contributed 
tremendously already to alleviate the 
problem.” 


In all, 20,000 people in the four groups 
are being surveyed annually all over 
the country. 
Some findings: 


—When a young black girl and a 
young white, both training through high 
school commercial courses, compete 
for the same clerical job, the white is 
more apt to get it.

Corn on the cob this winter — Cap­ 
turing that corn-on-the-cob goodness of 
sweet corn is a challenge to anyone who 
freezes corn for use later. The secret is 
processing and freezing immediately 
(within 
a couple 
of hours) 
after 
picking 
Select only young, tender, freshly- 
picked corn of uniform maturity. The 
kernels should be full, rounded and 
milky. Immature or too-mature corn is 
not suitable for freezing. Test the 
maturity of the corn by puncturing the 
kernels with a thumbnail. If the milk is 
water, the corn is immature and will 
lack flavor; if it is thick like heavy 
cream, the ears are too mature or 
starchy. 
Prepare for freezing by removing 
husk and silk from corn. Remove husk 
by cutting off the butt end of the cob, 
then peeling off the husk. The silk can 
be removed with a brush. Trim off any 
injured or defective areas. Wash and 
sort according to size. Scald and cool 
the ears. 
Using boiling water, scald as follows: 
corn on the cob — six minutes for small 
ears; eight minutes for medium ears; 
IO minutes for large ears. For cut corn 
— three minutes for small ears; five 
minutes for 
medium 
ears; 
seven 
minutes for large ears. (Count time 
immediately after putting corn in 
water). 
Cool immediately in ice water or cold 
running water as long as it was 
scalded. 
Stand an ear upright on a firm 
foundation and cut downward close to 
the cob (but not too close). Wash the cut 
corn to remove chaff, then drain. For 
creamed corn, slice off top half of 
grains 
and 
scrape 
milk 
from 
remainder of grain. 
Package cut corn in moisture-vapor 
proof packages and seal. For corn-on- 
the-cob, package three to four ears per 
container; or better still, wrap each ear 
individually in aluminum foil and twist 
the ends tightly. The ears should be 
frozen separately when wrapped in foil, 
then packed together in a large con­ 
tainer for ease of handling in storage. 
Label 
packages 
and 
freeze 
im­ 
mediately. 
A dozen ears of corn will make two to 
four 12-ounce packages, depending on 
the size of the ear and kernels. 
Fresh-pack or quick-process pickles 
such as crosscut cucumber slices or 
strips and whole cucumber dills or 
sweet gherkins are brined for several 
hours or overnight. Then they are 
drained and combined with boiling hot 
vinegar, spices and other seasonings. 
To insure acceptable quality and 
safety of the finished product, however, 
you 
must 
follow 
recommended 
procedures, says Miss Evelyn Gray, 
extension nutritionist at Ohio State 
University. 
First, decide if you want crosscut 
sliced or whole pickles. Then select 
cucumbers 
accordingly. 
Wash 
cucumbers thoroughly with a brush, 
using several changes of cold water. Be 
sure to remove any traces of the 
blossom, as it may cause softening. 
Drain and place in brine solution 


overnight. Wash again (with several 
changes of cold water). 
Use an up-to-date recipe to prepare 
your 
vinegar 
and 
spice 
solution. 
Vinegar used to be sold at seven per 
cent (70 grain), stronger than today’s 
vinegars. Recipes planned for stronger 
vinegar would be too weak to be safe 
today, Miss Gray said. 
Heat processing is recommended for 
all pickle products, she added. Pack 
pickles 
according 
to 
your 
recipe 
directions. 
Fill 
jars 
firmly 
and 
uniformly but avoid packing so tightly 
that the brine or syrup is prevented 
from filling’ around and over the 
product. 
Be sure to leave head space at the top 
of the jar as specified by the recipe. 
Wipe the rim and threads of jar with a 
clean, hot cloth to remove particles of 
food, seed or spices. Even a small 
particle can prevent an airtight seal. 
The two-piece metal cap (flat metal 
lid and metal screw band) is the most 
commonly used closure. Be sure the 
flat lid is placed on the jar with the 
sealing compound next to the glass. 
Screw the metal band down tight by 
hand to hold the sealing compound 
against the glass. This type lid still has 
enough “ give” to let air escape during 
the processing. Do not tighten screw 
band further after processing. 
Pickle 
products 
require 
heat 
treatment to destroy organisms that 
cause spoilage. Adequate heating is 
achieved by processing filled 
and 
capped jars in a boiling water bath. 
Immerse jars into actively boiling 
water in canner or deep kettle. Be sure 
water comes an inch or two above the 
jar 
tops. 
Add 
boiling 
water, 
if 
necessary, but do not pour it directly on 
the jars. Close container with close- 
fitting lid and bring water back to a boil 
as quickly as possible. Start to count 
processing time recommended for the 
type pickles you are processing. Bread 
and butter pickles, quarts — ten 
minutes, pints — five minutes; sweet 
gherkins, pints — five minutes; fresh 
packed dills (unfermented, whole), 
quarts — 20 minutes. 
If liquid has boiled out of a jar during 
processing, do not open it to add more 
liquid, because spoilage organisms 
may enter. Leave jar sealed just as it 
is. 
Cool jars, top up, on a wire rack. 
Place jars far enough apart to allow 
free circulation of air. Do not cover. 
Keep jars out of a draft until cool. After 
cooling for 12 to 24 hours, remove metal 
screw bands carefully and check jars 
for airtight seal. 


The center of the lid on two-piece 
metal caps will have a slight dip, or will 
stay down when pressed, if jar is 
sealed. Also, you can try the spoon test 
Tap a spoon on the lid. A clear ringing 
sound means a good seal. A dull note 
however, does not always mean a poor 
seal. Check by turning jar partly over 
If there is no leakage, jar may be 
stored.

Verdicts of guilty on three drug 
counts and not guilty on one other count 
were returned Tuesday afternoon by a 
Fayette County Common Pleas jury. 
After more than two and one-half 
hours of deliberation, the panel of six 
men and six women found Robert T. 
Lutz, 19, of 523 E. Temple St., guilty of 
possession of marijuana, possession for 
sale, and sale of the drug. A verdict of 
not guilty was returned on a second 
count of sale. 
Judge Evelyn W. Coffman requested 
a pre sentence investigaiton because 
Lutz has no prior criminal record. 
Sentencing is expected to take place 
next week, and the defendant faces a 
prison term of 20 to 40 years on the sale 
of m arijuana charge. 
Thomas Vollberg, a narcotics agent 
from the Ohio attorney general’s office 
in Columbus, testified that he had 
purchased 
m arijuana 
in 
Lutz’s 
presence on two separate occasions. 
He said he visited the residence of 
Joe Seymour, 427 Peddicord Ave., on 
June 2, and purchased a bag of 
m arijuana for $6. Although he and 
Seymour had arrived at an $8 figure, 
Vollberg said he later noted how small 
a quantity was in the bag and asked to 
make the purchase for $6 
He stated that Seymour sought Lutz’s 
approval of the new price. Vollberg 
said that after the $6 figure had been 
approved, he gave the money to Lutz. 
The jury found Lutz guilty of sale of 
m arijuana in connection with this in­ 
cident 
The agent also testified that he 
bought a $20 ounce of m arijuana at the 
sam e residence on June 17. On this 
occasion, he said, discussions of the 
purchase 
were 
conducted 
with 
Seymour, who then asked Lutz to get 
the m arijuana from another room 
He said Lutz returned with a white 
bag containing three plastic bags of 
m arijuana, and he was told to take his 
pick. On this occasion, Vollberg said, 
he paid the $20 to Seymour. He added 
that following the purchase, someone

Claim civilian fired first at KSU 


CLEVELAND, 
Ohio 
(AP) 
- 
A 
civilian pulled a pistol from under his 
sport coat and fired into the air at Kent 
State University about three seconds 
before Ohio National Guardsmen shot 
13 students there five years ago, a 
former student testified Tuesday. 
Joy Bishop of Canton said the man, 
wearing a yellow or gold jacket and 
carrying a briefcase, walked to the 
corner of the dormitory from whose 
roof she was watching. 
“ He stood there briefly, pulled a gun 
and fired one shot into the air,” she told 
the jury. 
The guardsmen wheeled at the top of 
a campus slope and. two to five seconds 
after the pistol shot, opened fire, she 
said. 
The shooting May 4, 1970 left four 
students dead, and the survivors and 
their families are suing 32 present or 
former guardsmen and state officials 
for $46 million in damages. 
Lawyers for the victims promised to 
call Mrs. Bishop’s roommate and one of 
her friends, both of whom shared her 
rooftop vantage point. The attorneys 


claimed neither saw what Mrs. Bishop 
described. 
The witness told the panel of seven 
men and five women deciding the 
claims that she felt pressured the night 
before when she received a telephone 
call from plaintiffs’ attorney David 
Engdahl. The lawyer told her he had 
found inconsistencies in her statements 
and that unless she cleared them up 
over the phone she would be em­ 
barrassed in court, she said. 
Engdahl 
later 
denied 
any 
im­ 
propriety in the call and dismissed her 
story as irrelevant, stopping short of 
claiming she lied. 
Mrs. Bishop, now a 
teacher of 
retarded children, said it was the first 
time she had told of the gunman in 
public. She said she gave her account to 
lawyers for eight former guardsmen 
indicted last year in the shootings and 
to Justice Department attorneys who 
obtained the indictments. The criminal 
charges were dismissed when a federal 
judge ruled the government had failed 
to prove its case. 
Mrs. Bishop said the gunman was

chased down the hill away from the 
side on which guardsmen were firing.

pistol from Norman and witnesses have 
testified he announced it had not been 
fired.

EDITOR, RECORD-HERALD: 
On August 9, 1975 Honorable Stanley 
J. Aronoff, State Senator from the 
eighth district, wrote a letter to the 
general public in which he attempted to 
defend 
the 
action 
of 
our 
state 
legislature regarding the passage of 
the Malpractice bill. Following is a 
letter I wrote Senator Aronoff in reply 
which might be of interest to our 
citizens: 
Sir: As a sequel to the opening 
paragraph of your letter dated August 
9, 1975, permit me to make some ob­ 
servations. 
A great many people in Fayette 
County do not appreciate the “ help” 
state legislature gave us this last 
session. 
There are several 
provisions of 
several bills to which we have serious 
objections. It makes little difference to 
us if the lawyer’s contingency fee is 
limited to 33 1-3 per cent (as you made 
it) or 25 per cent. It simply means that 
he only hast to sue (under this system 
they have no difficulty finding a client) 
for $750,000 in order to realize a $250,000 
fee, whereas, at 25 per cent he would 
have to sue for a cool million to make 
the same fee. Maybe we should con­ 
sider ourselves lucky at that. 
This, of course, gives the insurance 
companies a golden opportunity to also 
rip off the public. In fact they didn’t 
even wait for the new legislation to 
pass. As of August I, 1975, the liability 
insurance for our hospital increased 
from $2,300 to $46,000 per year for the 
identical same coverage. 
You 
were 
quite 
consitutionally 
minded when you directed the Supreme 
Court (of Ohio) to set a contingency fee 
schedule. This is equivalent to sending 
the fox to guard the chicken coop. 
They’re all lawyers too. By the time 
legislature and the supreme court both 
finished “ helping” local government 
will be lucky to escape with our shorts 
let alone our shirts. 
Also, slyly tucked away and not 
mentioned by you was the provision 
stating that the state waived the doc­ 
trine of soverign immunity. 
From 
where I stand, it seems this legislature 
was determined (and 
succeeded) to 
expose all public officials to ruinous 
lawsuits - even if you win. How do you 
expect to induce good people of sub­ 
stance to continue in public service 
under these conditions? 
We have witnessed 
our 
country 
plunging 
headlong 
into 
socialized 
medicine. It now looks as if the in­ 
satiable lust for money on the part of a 
few could send the legal profession 
down 
the 
same 
path 
with 
other 
segments to follow. 
I do hope, Senator, I am mistaken in 
my reasoning. I would rejoice for the 
least bit of evidence which would so 
indicate and would jump at the chance 
to change my thinking. End of letter. 
Now, my friends, we must be very 
careful 
not 
to 
indict 
an 
entire 
profession or group on the basis of the 
conduct of a few. This applies to public 
officials, doctors, teachers, ministers 
or lawyers. 


I will say, however, 
that is no 
mystery to me why only about one 
person in every four has any confidence 
in our legislative bodies

B ecause the CJIS date will deal with 
such inform ation about offenders as 
previous apprehensions, rehabilitation,

Nobody seems to have suggested it so 
far, but there is some chance that 
disgruntled stockholders in some of the 
big New York City banks might de­ 
mand to know why money was lent to 
the city at less than prime rate.

Why, therefore, they might ask, was 
subprime offered to a municipality 
whose credit standing is suspect? 
A related observation is made by the 
Securities and Exchange Commission, 
the government watchdog over in­ 
vestment vehicles. It is considering 
action, never attempted before, against 
offending municipalities. 
A A. Sommer Jr., an SEC com­ 
missioner, 
told a 
meeting of the 
American Bar Association in Montreal 
last weekend that his group might act 
against 
cities 
that 
sell 
securities 


without disclosing their full financial 
condition. 
Sommer’s reference was made in 
regard to New York City having sold 
bonds while failing to disclose that it 
had huge “ hidden” deficits, but his 
remarks clearly were intended to apply 
to other municipalities too. 
The plight of the cities put the big 
institutions in a dilemma. They have a 
vested interest in keeping the cities 
from collapsing, but they have a 
responsibility to their investors too. 
And there are no guidelines to help. 


In the board room of corporations 
there are insecurities too. Once these 
directors’ meetings were almost social 
affairs, but now the individual direc­ 
tors must beware of suits should they 
not protect the stockholder’s interests 
Down on Wall Street there are 
problems too, one of them being the 
cosmic transition to a great central 
marketplace, a change that has been 
evolving slowly and with considerable 
resistance. 
Identities are being lost there. The 
government wants more cooperation 


among the various exchanges, which 
heretofore have traded their own 
private lists of stocks. Wouldn’t it be 
better if there were national markets 
instead? 
That’s what they’re supposed to be 
moving toward, but there are some 
problems along the way. The govern­ 
ment also wants to break monopolistic 
pricing and pit brokers against each 
other in order to lower commissions. 
This has resulted in the demise of 
some firms which simply could not 
compete

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — Parents 
should 
start 
fam iliarizing 
their 
preschool children with what aw aits 
them in Septem ber in order to avoid a 
tearful scene in front of the kinder­ 
garten door. 
T h at’s the recom m endation of local 
teachers and educators who believe 
that a little preparation can alleviate a 
lot of problem s and even give a child a 
healthy outlook toward education in 
later life.

doctors’ 
organization, said the United States 
needs at least three tim es the 6,000 
black practitioners it has now. 
Dr. Alfred Fisher, executive director 
of the NMA, said the current black 
doctor-patient ratio in the United States 
is I to 5,000. The current white doctor- 
patient ratio is I to 750, Fisher said. 
“ I take a look around the hotel,” said

been around a long tim e.”

NEW YORK (AP) — Okay, it’s back 
to square one for British TV personality 
David Frost on which U.S. broad­ 
casters will buy the film interviews 
he’ll be doing with former president 
Nixon. 
There was a published report this 
week that ABC News, which rejected a 
proposal to buy* TV rights to Nixon’s 
memoirs and interview him, now was 
believed negotiating with Frost for U.S. 
rights to his project. 
Balderdash, said ABC News chief 
Bill 
Sheehan 
late 
Monday 
night. 
“ We’re not making a deal with Frost 
and we’re not trying to,’’ he said, ad­ 
ding he’d told Frost of ABC’s policy of 
“ not paying for news.’’ 
But for a while it looked like 
something was cooking when an ABC 
corporate 
spokesman, 
noting 
that 
Sheehan 
was 
on 
vacation 
and 
momentarily out of contact, said ABC 
couldn’t confirm or deny the report. 
He said Sheehan — who was taking 
an all-day examination for an in­ 
strument flying rating — was the only 
one in the entire American Broad­ 
casting Company who could comment 
on the published report. 
It seems a strange way to run a 
network, but Sheehan eventually was 
contacted, denied the report, and that 
was that. 
So where does this leave Frost in 
American broadcasting? 
Well, two TV outlets — public TV’s 
National Public Affairs Center for 
Television and Television News, Inc., a 
commercial TV news service — say 
they may negotiate for Frost’s in­ 
terviews of Nixon. 
CBS, stung by “ checkbook jour­ 
nalism” charges after paying ex-Nixon 
aide H R. Haldeman for interviews, 
rejected an offer made before the Frost 


deal to buy TV rights to Nixon’s 
memoirs and interview him. 
It cited a policy against buying “ hard 
news” exclusives. But it might deal 
with Frost if, among other things, the 
hard news softens. 
It works this way: Frost’s interviews 
won’t be released until after the 
November elections in 1976. But CBS 
could deal for the films if Nixon opens 
himself to thorough questioning by 
newsmen before the films air. 
Under those conditions, CBS News 
chief Richard S. Salant says he might 
negotiate if Nixon earlier has “ said 
practically everything he has to say on 
Watergate under questioning — which 
he’s never done, not ever before a 
congressional committee. 
“ But if by the time of broadcast 
that’s behind him and he’s done it 
(talked with newsmen), then I suppose 
there’s been a sufficient lapse of time 
and disclosure of facts to include it as 
legitimate among memoirs.” 
By that he meant he could negotiate 
for the films as presidential memoirs. 
But he says it also “ depends on what 
they’re talking about. And I want to 
know who’s doing it and under what 
ground rules.” 
Before the Frost deal, NBC News was 
negotiating with Nixon’s literary agent. 
It said it wasn’t trying to buy a “ hard 
news” exclusive — which its policies 
bar — but rather to get Nixon to 
elaborate on the memoirs he now is 
writing. 
The talks ended when the agent in­ 
vited others to negotiate. 
Regarding any potential deal now 
with Frost, an NBC spokesman this 
week said. “ We have had no direct 
conversations with him and none are 
planned.”

Construction boom sparked by iron ore demand

Institute forecasts that shipments of 
taconite (iron ore pellets), from the 
Lake Superior Mesabi and Marquette 
ranges will increase by 31 million tons a 
year by 1980. 
Most of the ship construction is being 
done by Bay Shipbuilding Corp. of 
Sturgeon Bay, Wis., and American Ship 
Building Co. of Lorain, a Cleveland 
suburb. 
U.S. companies now have two 1,000- 
foot lake vessels in use, the largest that 
can pass through the 1,200-foot Poe lock 


at Sault Ste. Marie, Mich. They are 
engaged mainly in upper lakes iron ore 
trade 
Bay Shipbuilding has orders for 1,000- 
footers to be handed over to Bethlehem 
Steel Corp. (March 1978 and February 
1980), U. S. Steel Corp. (October 1978) 
and American Steamship Co. (May 
1979). 
American Ship is working on two 
1,000-footers for Pickands Mather and 
Co. of Cleveland for 1977 and another 
for Hanna Mining Co. for 1978. 
The larger ships are being built 


because use of small, straight-bulk 
ships no longer is economical because 
of operating costs that come with the 
increase in trade, shipping officials 
say. 
Cleveland stands as the pulse center 
to the veins of iron that lead to the 
mouth of the Cuyahoga River. 
The lakefront city is the headquar­ 
ters for four major mining companies: 
Manna, Pickands, Cleveland-Cliffs Iron 
Co. and Oglebay Norton Co. 
Hanna is the fifth largest iron ore 
firm in the world in terms of shipments. 


The company has operations in the 
United States, Canada and Brazil. The 
company was founded in 
1885 by 
Marcus A. Hanna, later a U.S. senator 
and president-maker. Last year the 
firm shipped 30.6 million gross tons of

Cleveland became headquarters for 
the iron ore industry in the 19th century

New mile 
mark set 
by Walker 


GOTEBORG, Sweden (AP) - 
John Walker runs in nobody’s 
shadow anymore. 
After two years of chasing 
Filbert Bayi, Walker put it all 
together in what he described as 
“a perfect race” and shattered 
one of sport’s most revered 
records, running the mile in 3 
minutes, 49.4 seconds at the 
Goteborg Games international 
track and field meet Tuesday 
night. 
“I feel extremely happy — I 
still cart’t believe I’ve broken the 
record,” said Walker, a 23-year- 
old New Zealander who burst 
onto the international track scene 
just two years ago. 
“I didn’t believe I had a 
chance. I’ve been thinking it over 
and over the last few days — how 
to run, how to beat it (the 
record). Now I feel I couldn’t 
have run a more perfect race.” 
Running under ideal condi­ 
tions, Walker took the lead on the 
third lap and sped away from the 
field to become the first man in 
history to break 3:50 for the mile. 
He shaved 1.6 seconds off the 
world record of 3:51.0, set by 
Bayi in Kingston, Jamaica May 
17. The record came before a 
crowd estimated at 9,000 at 
Slottskogsvallen Stadium. 
Walker, the only truly topflight 
miler in the field, finished nearly 
six seconds ahead of Ken Hall of 
Australia, who was clocked in 
3:55.2.

Australia placed third in 3:56.4 
and Gunnar Ekman of Sweden 
was fourth in 4:01.5. The tem­ 
perature was 77 degrees when the 
race began, at 7:50 p.m. local 
time.

The subject of national attention all 
year long, Nero has had millions of 
words describing his exploits during 
fourteen victories in fifteen starts.
